exclude themſelves, by not qualifying themſelves as the Law 
direfts ; which the moſt tender Conſcience. (rightly informed) 
according to the fincere Principle of the Goſpel, may freely 
and chearfully ds. | mY 

Hnd IT atn confident, there are few Diilenters that are Men 
of Reaſon and Parts, and of long ftanding, but are of the late 
Duke of Norfolk's Opixion ; who, when the Telt was impo- 


fed in the Elouſe of Lords ; declared he had been born, and 


bred a Roman Catholick, and it would be of great Scandal 


and Offence to many Thouſauils, if he renounced his Perſua- 


fon at that Age. "Hud therefore (as a Perſon of Hlunour) 
he declared to this Effet : 


' -Tam not ( /aid he) fo bigotted to my own Perſuaſion, 
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of the Church of Ewgland, wherein he may enjoy his Pee- 
rage. | | 
And thereupon he chearfully laid down his Robe on the 
Zatle ; ſaying, He that ſhall take.that Zeſt, and ſit in this 
Houſe (continuing a Roman Catholick) is a Villain. 

So 1 am fully perſuaded, theſe Perſons, if they were 
rightly = a4 and did well 'confider,; though they them- 


ſelves might ſcruple for the ſame Reaſon ; yet , in order 


to ſettle, and ſecure our Religion aud Government, and 
preſerve a Poſterity in this Kingdom, ( for it is morally im- 
poſſible any thing elſe ſhould dp it,) they would -not hindex, 
but rather encourage their Children and Servants to join in 
_ our Communion, that. ſo they might be,capable to ſhare in 
our Government ; and by their own good Example aud En- 
deavonrs, promote a Reformation of Manners ameng us, as 
the only Means to heal our Diviſions, and unite us all among 
our ſelves againſt our Foreign Enemies. | 
Eſpecially when they all agree, the Dodrine' (which is 
the vital Subſtance i»- Religion) of the.Church of England; 
to be oxe-and the ſame with what is taught in every privata 
Congregation. Th 
We may well then wonder why they, who preteud ſo much 
ro greater Purity in Religion, ſhould lay ſo much ſtreſs in the 
Shadow or oztward Perſuaſion, (which is but the Cruſt and 
Shell of - Religion,) as to ſacrifice the Peace.and Harmony of 
a Kingdonr, by ſetting up ſo many different Ways of . Worſhip 


in. the Bowels of it, in oppoſitzon to that Publick uniform, - 


Way, which the prudent and holy Reformers in. every\Coun: 
zrey (who bore their Teftimony to the Stake). thought. fit to 
eſtabliſh, (as well at Geneva and in Holland, as al/o iz Dene- 
mark axzd Sweden, &c.). and .annex*d it inſeparably to their 
Government-; not uo be changed or altered by any Private 
Spirit, but only by the ſame ſupreme Authority. that founs 
ded-it, as the alone Prop and Support of the Government, 
Which every fincere Chriſtian of a,peaceable Temper, .aud 
well guided Conſcience muſt needs approve of « And when 
by Provdence they ſhall tranſplant themſelves into another 
Government-of the reformed Religion, (as we. are are, all 
— ww _ Members 
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Members of one myſtical Body the Catholick Charch,) will as+ 
chearfully join in Communion of the.Worſhip there eftabliſhed, 
as if it had been the ſame wherein they themſelves were edu- 
cated, After the moſt excellent Pattern. and Example of 
his Sacred Majeſty now oz the Throue, and his Royal High- 
neſs the Prince of Denmark, and many other honourable 
and worthy Perſons, (ow Subjeds of this. Kingdom,) who 
had their Education in foreign Parts, from a Diſcipline of

As the only Means (under Heaven) to ſupport and ſecure 
every Government againſt. the ſecret, ſubtil, and Fielliſh De 
frans of the worſt, of Enemies, Jeſuits and SeCtaries ; who,

traordinary Call, do place: Religion chiefly in the outward

Aud that T may ſpeak plain,. (for 29 mince the Truth 7» 
this Caſe, would be to betray the Juſtice of the Cauſe for. 
which we contend,)Ywe have in the following Diſcourſe an infal- 
lible Teſt, to-try and diſtinguiſh what Perſons their Sacred 
Majeſties now on the Throne (as juſt and rightful Parents of 
their Countrey, by - their publick profeſſing, owning and 
defending our. Laws and Government, ..and our Eſtabliſhed 
Religion), may with greateſt Confidence relie upon for their 
Security. . | "Mt 
Whether on. ſuch as de conſcientionſly joyn themſelves, and 
draw all others (they can) into the ſame Communion with 
their Majeſties, and under that Diſcipline do imbibe thoſe 
Principles, which naturally diſpoſe them as Chriſtians and 
good:Subjeits,toſacrifice their Lives and Fortunes for the Hb- 
| = HUT -- 
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our aud Safety, as well of their Religion and Governments 
as alſo of their Majeſties, (under God, their Head and 
Guardian) to which they are obliged (for their own Safety) 
by Religion and Nature, as they are Members of one and the 
fame Body, and of one and the ſame Communion with their 
Majeſties. 

Or whether their Majeſttes can reaſonably expett the ſame 
Loyalty and Security, from ſuch, as are. ſeduced by Jeſuits 
and Seftaries; who (founding Dominion in Grace)” do (by 
contrary Principles infuſed) as naturally, and with as keen 
a Zeal diſpoſe their Followers to Separation from our Come 
munion, and (when oppoſed in their Deſigns) alſo to Rebel- 
lion, 2x order to ſtrip their lawful Princes (though of the 
Jame eſtabliſhed Religion - annexed to the Government) of 
their Dominion, to promote their own Worldly Defign. Which 
7s no ſtrange Dodtrine ; for what hath. been done,may be again 
by the ſame Agents and Means , as naturally as Effets hold 
of Cauſes. 

For whatever may be pretended by our Enemies to the con- 
trary, it is manifeſt that all Treaſons, Conſpiracies, and Re- 


bellion (whether hatch'd and promoted by Jacobites, Jeſuits, 


or SeQtaries) do take their Beginning, Progreſs, and Contiuu- 
ance from one and the ſame Fountain and Original,as they are 
all managed under the Condutt of one and the ſame Sovereign 
Pilate, Lucifer himſelf 5 and ated by one and the ſame pre- 
dominant Principles of Ambition and Worldly Defign,which 
is quite contrary to the Dottrine and Principles of the Church 
of England, as well as that of our Ble:fſed Redeemer, who 
renounced all Dominion in this World. 

So that it is moſt manifeſt, that neither the Dofrine nor 
Diſcipline of our Eſtabliſhed Religion can (without weakning, 
. wounding, and betraying it ſelf ) either counten.;nce, or patro- 
nize any Enemies to our Government, though they all (whe- 
ther Jeſuits, Sectaries or Jacobites ) 4s. Enemies to it, do 
abuſe, wreſt, and miſapply both our Dottrine and Diſcipline, 
as well as they do the Goſpel it ſelf, to juſtifie their Rebel- 
lien, and carry on their own Deſigns.

Abborrence of the FaCt. | 
This ſhould never have been revived. or here taken notice of, 
. did not the ſurviving Bloudy Afors, and ſuch as are tainted with 
the ſame Pernicionus, and Treaſonable Principles, ſtill endeavour 
in ſecret by. their venemous Tongues, and Pens, .to juſtific 
their Y/illary, and to Canonize the very Regicides themſelves, ( as
